States Marines, with flame- 
-throwing tanks and rifles, burned 
and blasted Chinese Communists 
off “Siberia Hill” early today and 
«aptured “Bunker Ridge,” dom- 
-inating the sector on the Korea 
western front. si 
- Late today the Marines beat 
back 400 Chinese Reds charging 
the ridge. An Eighth Army staff 
officer said the Chinese suffered 
heavy casualties in their attack, 
thrown against the entrenched 
Marines from three sides. 

Before the attack began, the 
Marines estimated they had killed 
or wounded 553 Reds in the sec- 
tor since bitter fighting erupted 
last Saturday. “~ 


Artillery Supports Reds. . 


A Marine spokesman said the 
Chinese were thrown back but 
Ynfiltration efforts continued at 
dusk. He said the Reds used ar- 
tillery and mortars in support of 
the infantrymen. 

*' Marines met the charge. with 
air strikes, mortar, tank, artil- 
lery and small arms fire. 

' The battle site is a few miles 
‘east of the truce-conference town 
of Panmunjom. 


_ The Chinese made their first 
bid to win the hill Saturday. It 
exchanged hands six times before 
the Marines finally secured it. 

Fifth Air Force planes hit the 
Chinese in the “Siberia Hill” 
Sector with rockets, bombs, and 
‘flaming gasoline prior to the 
Marine assault. 


Marine flame-throwing tanks 
thundered to within 20 yards of 
the crest and sprayed the hill 
with staring flames. Riflemen, 
five yards behind the tanks, 
‘Picked off the Reds which es- 
caped the flames. 

Correspondent Sam Summerlin, 
at the front, said “Siberia Hill” is 
‘so beaten with shell, bullets and 
fire “that it looks like a big 
‘mound of face powder.”

Grunewald, under subpena for 
some*time, is scheduled to appear 
before a Brooklyn grand jury 
Friday. Sept. 15 he will appear 
before a District of Columbia 
grand jury. 

Grunewald is under citation for 
contempt of Congress—the rfre- 
sult of his refusal to tell House 
tax investigators anything but his 
name and age. 

The Brooklyn grand jury is re- 
ported studying the activities of 
Joseph D. Nunan Jr. and Danie 
A. Bolich, former officials of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. 

The Washington jury is investi- 
gating a reported $500,000 ex- 
tortion attempt against Chicago 
lawyer Abraham Teitelbaum in 
return for assistance in his tax 
troubles. Frank Nathan, Pitts- 
burgh and Miami gambler, and a 
business associate, Bert Naster, 
were accused of engineering the 
attempted shakedown. Congres- 
sional investigators wanted to 
ask Grunewald if he knew any- 
thing about it. 

The contempt citation against 
Grunewald, approved by a 332 to 
0 House vote, has not yet been 
presented to a grand jury. There 
was no indication when a grand 
jury will be asked to indict 
Grunewald on the basis of the 
citation.

The note was handed to the 
Communists at a meeting between 
liaison officers, the only activity 
at the truce camp. The armigtice 
talks are in another one-week 
recess, called yesterday by the Al- 
lies for the third time in as many 
weeks on the ground that the 
Reds ‘have offered nothing new in 
the deadlocked discussions on 
prisoner exchange. 

The U.N. said in its note of 
apology that “it appears at least 
two and possibly three jet-type 
aircraft flew over the conference 
site area at approximately 1900 
hours on Aug. 10, 1952. 

“Although none of the wit- 
nesses of either side were able 
to observe any identifying marks 
on the aircraft, we have conclud- 
ed that in all probability the air- 
craft in question were those of 
the United Nations. 

“This overflight is regretted.”

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 12 (AP) 
—Danes today angrily-denounced 
the march of a number of Ger- 
man crew members from Amer- 
ican minesweepers who paraded 
through the town of Frederik- 
shavn, Jutland, last night to a 
cemetery carrying a big wreath 
for “fallen comrades.” 

The Germans placed the wreath 
on tombs of German sailors who 
died in action in Denmark in the 
war. Danes still remember with 
anger the German occupation of 
their country. 

The chief of the Danish Navy’s 
Frederikshavn, Capt. Bay Smidt, 
said the Danish Navy had let the 
commander of an American mine- 
sweeper flotilla know in advance 
that such demonstrations would 
be resented.

At the time described, in 1940, I was 
on duty in Washington as Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation in the Navy De- 

nt, where Admiral Stark was 

of Naval Operations. My duties 
had to do entirely with procurement, 
training and distribution of naval per- 
sonnel, and I was seldom, if ever, in 
conference on political or strategical 
matters. 

It appears to me that in the incident 
described my name has been confused 
with that of another officer—perhaps 
Admiral Stark: or some one acting for 
him in the event Stark was not present. 
The incident is one of passing naval 
intelligence to the President (Com- 
mander-in-Chief)—and that would be a 
function of the Office of the Chief of 
Naval Operations—via the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

While this matter ts not of great im- 
portance, I am sure that you, Mr. Busch 
and Gov. Stevenson would like this 
error called to your attention. Having 
no secretarial help to make copies, etc., 
I will appreciate your -bringing this 
letter to the attention, in turn, of Mr.

continues in certain sectors along the uneasy 
and heavily-fortified front—on “Siberia , Hill,” 
particularly.

But the real danger, as Gen. Ridgway sees it, 
is that the forces available to defend Europe 
are seriously ‘inadequate. He has no doubts 
that the troops now in the field would give “a 
first-class performance in taking the brunt of 
any initial attack.” But beyond that he makes 
no predictions. 

In this connection, he believes there is Seri- 
ous doubt that the 1952 goal of 50 divisions in 
Europe, including 25 available for instant use, 
ean be reached. And in this he is likely to be 
proved right. But another serious difficulty in 
the defense buildup is in the field of military 
logistics—the construction of airfields, ports, 
supply centers, warehouses and the like, and the 
provision of equipment of all kinds. 


What makes this so much a dilemma is the 
economic. difficulties of our principal partners, 
Great Britain and France, both of whom have 
hinted strongly that they may not be able to 
reach their current rearmament goals. In both 
countries, the more that is spent on rearma- 
ment, the more difficult it will be to set their 
sagging economies straight. 

But the pace of rearmament, like the Soviet’s 
aggressive potential, lies far beyond the control 
of the SHAPE commander. He can be effective 
only insofar as his command is strong and well 
equipped. His concern has been aroused and 
he has sounded a warning—a warning to Lon- 
don and Paris as: well as to Washington. 
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How Senator Byrd Won 


When the Eighty-third Congress—the one to 
be elected this year—meets next January Sena- 
tor Harry F. Byrd ought to be allowed to sit on 
either the Republican side or Democratic side 
of the upper chamber. This is not just because 
of the way Virginia’s senior Senator votes on 
issues; it is also because of the way Virginians 
voted on him in their recent primary. 

The largest Democratic vote ever cast in Vir- 
ginia was for Franklin D. Roosevelt for Presi- 
dent in 1944 and it totaled 242,276. Four years 
ago the combined Democratic vote for President 
Truman and for the Dixiecrat ticket, headed by 
Strom Thurmond, was 245,648. Thus the maxi- 
mum Democratic vote might be said to be about 
250,000. 

Yet the primary battle between Senator Byrd 
and his courageous challenger, Col.. Francis 
Pickens Miller, produced the astonishing total 
of 345,308 “Democratic” ballots. 

Whatever else this means, it must mean that 
approximately 100,000 Virginia Republicans en- 
tered the Democratic primary for the express 
purpose of keeping Senator Byrd in Washington. 
Since Senator Byrd defeated Col Miller by 
87,569 votes, the G.O.P. voters who took Demo- 
cratic ballots appear to have provided much 
more than the margin of Byrd’s re-nomination. 

This Republican support was not unwarranted. 
A compilation of votes on major domestic issues 
in the Senate in Senator Byrd’s present term 
‘shows 62 record votes on which most Democrats 
were on one side and most Republicans on the 
other. On nine of these the Virginian was with 
the Democrats, .53 times he was.with the Re- 
publicans. On labor matters he voted with the 
G.0.P, eight | times and no times; with the Demo- 
“crats: on taxés and appropriations, he voted 13 
times with. the. Bypenltessa, ‘orice’ with the 
Democrats. 

Col. Miller would not argue that Senator Byrd 
does not deserve Republican support. What he 
says is thé G.O.P.-Byrd tombination is‘ one that 
no Virginia Democrat can overcome iff a pri- 
“Mary. , Théti hé asks' the question: How. are the 
Democrats to regain control of their party? 
Perhaps the answer is when Virginia and other 
Southern States establish a genuine two-party 
system. 
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Barrier Against Malan Racism 

Gravely alarmed by what might happen if the 
influence of the anti-native Malan government 
of South Africa were to spread northward toward 
the heart of the “dark continent,” the British 
have been trying to develop a sort of policy of 
containment. This would be implemented chiefly 
through the formation of a new dominion em- 
bracing Southern Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland. But the London conference which 
was to draft a constitution for the new federa- 
tion broke up after only indifferent success. 

The trouble wag that native representatives of 
Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland refused to 
participate. Both-of these regions’ now are ad- 
ministered by the Colonial Office which is far 
more liberal in its attitude toward the natives 
than is already self-governing Southern Rhodesia. 
The Southern Rhodesians apparently are more 
concerned lest white British’ interests in Africa 
be subjected to the Afrikaners than they are 
about the natives. 

This very fear, however, may lead to a solu- 
tion. In spite of tightened-up immigration rules, 


pro-Malan Afrikaners have been infiltrating 


Southern Rhodesia. They have a growing politi- 
cal party and an Afrikaans-language newspaper 
which are demanding that the Miiiéins lan- 
guage be taught’ ‘in the Couineee -Rhodesian 
schools. 

‘If serious trouble is to be sige in Africa 
in the years ahead, it does seem necessary that 
the white colonists. should accord reasonable 
rights to the natives in their own eoutinent. Ad-

cases, the two agencies would be competing for 
the available ambulances. Whether the private 
firms have the vehicles to serve both the hospi- 
tal and the Sheriff is highly questionable. 

Proposals for minor and dubious procedural 
changes of this type ignore the important defi- 
ciencies in the county’s emergency accident 
service. The most glaring of these, says Dr. 
Curtis H. Lohr, the hospital's superintendent, 
is the general failure of police and sheriff's 
deputies to administer first aid at the scene of 
aceidents. This is keeping the nty in the 
Dark Ages of emergency tre 

On the average it takes more than a half hour 
before an injured person reaches County Hospi- 
tal in an ambulance. There have been instances 
when the elapsed time was closer to an hour. 
Yet generally the victim has received no treat- 
ment until reaching the hospital. Is this the kind 
of service the people of the richest county in the 
state intend to accept? 

In all fairness, it should be pointed out that 
the individual deputy responding alone to a 
highway accident, has his hands full just sum- 
moning aid and preventing further injuries 
through pile-ups of oncoming traffic. Moreover 
there is a question as to whether he is legally 
responsible for failures of first aid he might 
attempt. 

These are matters that the County Council 
should deal with. It might well begin by study- 
ing the St. Louis system, where every police of- 
ficer is trained in first aid procedure, where the 
department utilizes police vehicles for emergen- 
cy aid, and where all ambulances are dispatched 
by the City hospitals. 

Obviously the first step in improving the coun- 
ty’s emergency service requires that police per- 
sonnel, including officers employed by the mu- 
nicipalities, should be trained and required to 
administer first aid at the scene. Several ve- 
hicles like the cruising patrol in use in St. Louis 
should be made available to the Sheriff's office. 
And private ambulances ought to be } oustppes 
with two-way radios. 

Until then the person accidentally injured 
west of Skinker boulevard may well have two 
strikes on him before he gets to the hospital. 
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Historic Old Cave-in-Rock 


The people of Illinois acquired an unusual as 
well as valuable piece of property when they 
came into possession of historic Cave-in-Rock 
in 1929. That scenic 60-acre park, in Hardin 
county, overlooks the Ohio, some 30 miles be- 
low the mouth of the Wabash. 


In pioneer times the ancient cavern was used 


‘as an inn, patronized by flatboatmen. Then it 


became a rendezvous for outlaws who robbed 
boats going down the river. The arch-criminal 
Harpe brothers, Big and Little, as they were 
ealled, operated out of the cave. After Big 
Harpe was beheaded in 1799, Little Harpe 
joined Sam Mason’s band of robbers, which also 
preyed on river traffic from Cave-in-Rock, until 
eutthroat Mason himself was killed in 1804 by 
two of his own Men 


Admittedly the history of Cave-in-Rock is not 
pretty. But it is part of the lusty story of the 
opening of the trans-Allegheny West. The old 
‘cave and its associations attract thousands of 
visitors every year yet unfortunately there is 
no lodge for those who wish to stay in the 
park overnight and very little in the way of 
other facilities. In fact not too much has been 
done to develop this possession in the 23 years 
that it has been a state possession. The next 
time ‘the Tilinois Division of Parks draws up a 
‘list of prospective improvements it should in- 
clude “a lodge for Cave-in-Rock. 
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A Gift-for the Times 


Ours is the Century of the Homeless Man. 
It has been so called by Dr, Elfan Rees, ad- 
visor on refugee affairs to the World Council 
of Churches. His title bespeaks the deep tragedy 
of this era—for what can be more tragic than 
for @ man to have no place to call his home? 

Hitler started the savage severing of people's 
roots in their native towns and countrysides. 
He herded millions of Jews into the Polish 
Governor-Generalship and on to the death 
camps. The Russians took it up. with the. ex- 
pulsion of the Balts. And the war’s end in- 
creased the tempo of expulsion, instead of dimin- 
ishing it. 

Today there are 10,000,000 people in West 
Germany who were expelled from the Sudeten- 
land, Poland, East Prussia and other provinces 
beyond the Iron Curtain. There are 8,000,000 
homeless Moslems in India and 5,000,000 home- 
less Hindus in Pakistan. There are 2,000,000 
Chiflese exiles on Formosa. There are the 
Japanese pushed out of the Far Eastern terrri- 


‘tories taken over by Russia. There are the 


Italians forced out of Istria by the Yugoslavs. 
There are the Arabs forced out of Palestine by 
the Israeli war. 

The problems created by these millions of 
homeless, rootless people are perhaps the most 
important which goverriing authorities must 
face in this country. The refugees create so- 
cial and economic pressures where they are,

return of their homelands, pressures which 
might be the causes of new wars.

INDIA’S PARLIAMENT 
PASSES BILL AIMED 
AT CURBING REDS 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 12 (AP) — 
With the echo of a Communist 
call to violence ringing through 
the hall, the Indian Parliament's 
upper house passed today the 
preventive detention bill aimed at 
curbing the Reds. 

P, P. Sundarayya, leader of the 
Communist membership in Par- 
liament, threatened that the Com- 
munist party would “shoot land- 
lords, capitalists and . black-mar- 
keters” if it came to power. 

There was a shocked silence 
among the members of the upper 
house for a few moments. Then 
the Home Minister, K. N. Katju, 
told the chamber: 

“He (Sundarayya) has disclosed 
the real workings of his mind. 
The Communists. preach the doc- 
trine that the masses are entitled 
to take the law into their own 
hands. The landlord ceases to be 
a citizen. The industrialist ceases 
to be a citizen.” 

The upper house voted 101 to 
23 for the bill, already passed by 
the lower house. The measure ex- 
tends until the end of 1954 legis- 
lation permitting the arrest and 
detention of subversives without 
trial.

Universal Draft Would 
Solve a Lot of Problems. 


HERE are advocates of a 

universal draft, to make 

sure that players in the 
minor Jeagues have the great- 
est possible chance to advance 
in their, profession. The late 
Judge Landis, as Commissioner, 
believed such a draft would be 
good for baseball. But major 
league clubs shudder at the 
idea and independent minor 
league owners probably: would 
object, too. But such a draft 
quickly would solve the farm 
system problem. 

The present waiver rule has 
been criticized widely. ~ Ball 
players from time to time have 
advocated a change, to prevent 
the withdrawal of waivers. 
Their objections probably stem 
from the major league practice 
of asking waivers on everybody, 
hoping to slip somebody 
through, or to feel out the other 
clubs on possible trades. 


Occasionally, too, waivers 
have been used as a club during 
contract signing time. A ball 
player, asking for a raise, fre- 
quently is easier to handle if 
the club can say, “Well, we 
have waivers on you, so if you 
don’t want to play for us, we'll 
send you to New Iberia, or Po- 
dunk.” 

One of the hottest arguments 
is expected over the bonus rule, 
because a solution of that prob- 
lem is not easily found. Wealthy 
clubs naturally will offer a 
young prospect more than a 
poor club can afford to offer, 
just as people with the most 
money can afford to live in the 
best houses. And what are you 
going. to do about it? And of 
course you mustn’t do anything 
to hurt the young player's 
chances, such as insist that he 
can’t be sent out for seasoning 
if he gets a bonus. Yes, that 
bonus conversation is going to 
be a good old fashioned merry- 
go-round.

L. ET’S face it—the former unhurried, genial, talkative family 
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doctor substituted talk and time for specific treatment he 

didn’t have. 

According to some folks, modern doctors don't spend a 
lot of time with you. That's perfectly true. But when you 
consult your doctor now for symptoms arising from a specific 
disease, the chances are he can cure you (as always, with the 
help of ‘hature) or at least greatly relieve you. Antibiotics, , 
ACTH and cortisone, modern methods in surgery, and the 
rman? other really wonderful discoveries made in recent years 
enable “him to save your life from diseases that kiiied your 
parents or grandparents.

WITH MODERN METHODS cf diagnosis and treatment, 
you actually receive much more effective medical care even 
though your déctor spends less time with you. 

But half of your physician's patients do not have condi- 
tions helped by these wonder treatments. Such people are 
loaded down with troubles one sort or another, Troubles pro- 
duce symptoms of illness in them. They need a lot of the 
doctor’s time. They are the ones most likely to complain 
about being hurried through the doctor’s office, They present 
a very real problem. Some physicians are aware of it. For 
such people, the old style of easy-going, unhurried medical 
practice was certainly. the most beneficial. 

e. 2- ® 

MODERN FACTORS are crowding city doctors away from 
this style of practice-—away from being the kind of doctor you 
vaguely remember from your childhood. Although it may not 
Be fashionable to mention it, doctors do have to make enough 
to pay office rent, buy or rent a house or apartment, buy 
groceries, save a little, send the kids to school, and have two 
cars (they need one for their calls and their wives need an- 
other because of present suburban living). In short, although 
medicine is not primarily a money-making business, money 
still is essential, even for the doctor. a 

There are a few doctors, unfortunately, who concentrate 
on making money. Some county medical. societies have set 
up grievance committees to deal with them. 

In larger towns; office expenses are large. These include 
expensive help and expensive equipment. To top things off, 
doctors have to spend about half of their lives being edu- . 
cated, learning how to practice the kind of medicine you: 
expect from your physician. This has cut about 10 years of 
earning from present doctors compared with those of your 
childhood. 

Modern diagnostic methods, in many cases, make office 
calls or hospital visits much more valuable to you than any 
house call could be. You just can’t drag around some of that 
machinery upon which many doctors rely, perhaps too much, 
| | ~*~ W- ® 

SO COMPROMISES are made. When Dr. Jones looks 
at his office calendar for the afternoon and sees the number of 
people expecting to visit him, he knows that he can help about 
half of those people very quickly with specific treatment. But 
the other half each need almost an entire afternoon to talk 
out their troubles. 

If he spent all of his time with them, as psychiatrists do, 
he couldn't help the half who will benefit from medicine or 
surgery. He wouldn’t have the time. Nor could he pay ex- 
penses by seeing only three @ four patients a day unless he 
charged like ps’ trists do, by the hour. 

So, often realizing the dilemma, he tries to treat the half 
of his patients with specific diseases and still have a: little 


time to talk with the others and at least make sure they don't — 


have specific organic diseases. Often both they and he wish 
that times were different. :

DDT Paint. 

ITH the exception of honey 

bees, bumble bees and a few 

other select bugs, we don’t 
have much use for insects, In 
fact, we, like a good many other 
people, spend considerable energy 
trying to keep them out of the 
house and killing those that get 
past our screens. 

So, we were much interested to 
hear that the paint people hit on 
the wonderful idea of combining 
DDT with interior paint so that 
if an insect did get into the 
house, he would be finished if he 
sat on any surface coated with 
this DDT paint. 

These interior paints contain- 
ing DDT are the flat oil base 
type only. If you tried to add 


DDT to a gloss paint it wouldn't 
work. The reason is that the gloss 
would lock it in and nothing 
would happen. 

With a flat oil paint the DDT 
is diffused through the paint and 
keeps coming to the surface as 
needed, The effectiveness of this 
insects is 
about the same as the life of an 
average interior paint job. 

Of course, only a rather mild 
solution of DDT is used in the 
paint and so you can’t expect an 
insect to drop dead if its wing 
happens to touch the painted sur- 
face.

Dill Pickles. 


Three-fourths cup (two- ounces) 
whole mixed pickle spices, fresh 
or dried dill, 40 to 50 medium 
sized cucumbers, one pint (two 
cups) vinegar, one pound (one and 
one-half cups) salt, two gallons 
water. 

Place half the spices and a 
layer of dill in five-gallon crock. 
Fill with: washed cucumbers to 
within five inches of top. Mix 
vinegar, salt and water and pour 
over cucumbers. Add remaining 
spices and a layer of dill. Cover 
with heavy plate and weight. Re- 
move scum each day for two or 
three weeks until cucumbers are 
transparent. Strain brine and 
bring to boil. Pack pickles in hot 
glass jars and fill to top with 
boiling brine. Seal immediately.

WADE THOMPSON BESIDE A GAS WELL NEAR BOILING SPRINGS, 

MACON COUNTY, TENNESSEE, IN 1936. DISCOVERY OF GAS THERE 

AROUSED HIS. ENTHUSIASM FOR BRINGING NATURAL GAS TO 
NASHVILLE, BUT THE SUPPLY WASN'T LARGE ENOUGH.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 12. 
HEN Wade V. Thompson quit 
his job selling cemetery lots 
back during the depression 

and set about to bring natural 
gas to Middle Tennessee, he soon 
learned that the value of a well- 
drained family burial plot was 
appreciated more in these parts 
than were the heating, cooking or 
industrial advantages of natural 
gas. 

Thompson was an ambitious 
hillbilly from the “briar-jumping” 
country up on the Highland Rim. 
He had moved to Nashville, taken 
a good look at the sky, and con- 
cluded the city meeded natural 
gas to clear the heavens of their 
customary cloud of soft coal 
smoke. This was a hideous sight, 
indeed, to a mountaineer. His 
experiences with such phenomena 
had been confined to occasional 
glimpses of “Old Smoky” across 
the blue mountain distances. 

But, when he began talking 
natural gas, he found practically 
nobody who was interested. Folks 
seemed to confuse natural gas 
with the hot air local orators 
spout on Confederate Memorial 
Day. Now, at last, that he has 
contrived to introduce his prod- 
uct to this section—after politick- 
ing, hand-shaking, baby-kissing 
and persuasion than it once took 
to elect a Republican Governor— 
they’re using natural gas in Ten- 
nessee for almost every sort of 
purpose from manufacturing 
white mule to making atomic 
bombs. 

Oak Ridge, in fact, is Thomp- 
son’s best customer. The atomic 
plant uses as much natural gas 
each day as fuel for manufactur- 
ing atom bombs as a city the size 
of St. Louis does for cooking 
and heating. Here in Nashville, 
where no bombs are made, 20 
times as much natural gas is 
used today as manufactured gas 
was six years ago when Thomp- 
son’s pipeline first got to town. 

In the few years since, natural 
gas has. become about as well 
established in the social, eco- 
nomic and domestic structure 
here as the hound dog, fiddle 
music, the Tennessee walking 
horse, hot biscuits and red ham 
gravy. As for Thompson, he has 
probably become a millionaire by 
this time, although for about a 
dozen years after he quit cem- 
etery salesmanship and took up 
natural gas, he was as hard-up 
as a moonshiner in a wet county. 

What has happened with nat- 
ural gas in Tennessee, of course, 
reflects pretty well the status of 
that commodity nationally. 
Thompson had a pioneer’s role 
in helping to bring about the 
present booming age of natural 
gas. His part came through his 
founding the company that—al- 
though he lost it—built the first 
pipeline to carry natural gas 
from the Southwestern fields to 
the gas-hungry East. He started 
this company originally as a plan 
to transmit Southwestern gas into 
Tennessee to remedy the smoke 
he noticed over Nashville the 
first day he hit’ town with his 
bride. He had recently lost his 
first wife, two of his children and 
his business in Ashland, Ky., and 
had come here to make a new 
start. 

He didn’t start natural gas pro- 
motion at once. First he had to 
get a job to make a living and 
money to bring his children down 
from Kentucky, He preferred 
something in real estate, but the 
only opening he could find in 
that field was selling lots for a 
new cemetery, Woodlawn Me- 
morial Park. So Thompson bought 
a dismal-looking black suit, and 
learned a gloomy sales talk about 
the constant threat of death. 

In his frame of mind, having 
lost his family as well as his 
business, this line of work was 
an unfortunate choice. His de- 
meanor and voice reflected his 
doleful outlook. This, combined 
with his melancholy sales talk, 
produced situations as cheerless 
as some of the drearier works of 
Poe. Prospects usually burst into 
tears a minute or so after he had 
begun to speak, and Thompson 
often joined in himself with deep 
sobs and sighs. «This caused 
scenes so funereal that. tawdry 


commercial matters were forgot- 
ten, and his lots went unsold. 


After six months of this, 
Thompson concluded’ that what 
cemetery lot salesmanship needed 
was some smart merchandising. 
He deleted all mention of death 
from his remarks, and dwelt 
upon the beauties of Woodlawn 
Memorial Park. He stationed Mrs. 
Thompson out. there on Sundays 
to write down license numbers 
of all cars visiting the» burial 
ground. He joined funeral pro- 
cessions in his car, and took 
down the license numbers of 
every vehicle in these weary pa- 
rades. Later, Thompson would 
check up on the license owners 
through the State Highway De- 
partment. It go so nobody could 
attend a funeral around Nashville 
without a subsequent call from 
Thompson, the demon salesman. 


Before long, Thompson was 
making $1200 a month, and was 
the most renowned cemetery lot 
salesman in town. He says he 
had about forgotten his ambitions 
to accomplish big things. He fig- 
ured he'd found his niche right 
there in Woodlawn Memorial 
Park when, in the spring of 1933, 
a man named Charlie West, pros- 
pecting for oil in Macon County, 
Tenn., 65 miles from here, struck 
natural gas. 


It was an impressive discovery. 
The gas swept from the ground 
with a tornadic roar, blowing the 
oil rig in all directions. Hearing 
it, natives concluded that the 
world was ending. 

After he got the flow under 
control, West came to Nashville, 
looking for somebody interested 
in piping the gas here for com- 
mercial use. Thomas A. Shriver, 
a lawyer and now Chancery Court 
Judge, suggested he seé the late 
Glendon B. Fisher, one of the 
owners of Woodlawn © Memorial 
Park. Fisher was not only a 
smart promoter, but his star sales- 
man, Thompson, was perhaps 
the only natural gas enthusiast in 
town. 


Fisher formed a syndicate with 
the intention of bringing the Ma- 
con County gas into Nashville 
eventually. He and his partner 
were principal owners, with Law- 
yer Shriver as syndicate’ attorney 
and Thompson 4s stock/ salesman. 
He sold $20,000 worth the first 
year. After that, things got 
tough. The cash he had raised 
went for buying mineral rights, 
hiring geologists and digging 
wells, which turned out to be dry 
holes. 

* * * 
I'‘vHIN a year or so, Fischer 
W anc his partner grew dis- 
couraged, and Thompson 
borrowed money to buy them out, 
Lawyer Shriver stuck on, largely 
because of friendship for Thomp- 
son; who had grown to regard 


natural gas as a sort of crusade,. 


and spent all his commissions on 
promotion. His promotion con- 
sisted mainly of hauling a car- 
load of prospects to the well site 
three or four times each week. 
They were usually doctors and 
other professional people who had 
modest savings, and a few widows 
whose departed husbands had left 
some insurance. 


‘The well had been capped with 
an iron casing. This held the gas 
within the earth waiting for 
Thompson to arrive with a car- 
load of prospects out of Nash- 
ville. He would approach the 
well, in the mystic and occult 
manner, perhaps, that the high 
priestesses of Delphi might have 
entered their oracle. He would 
turn the tap, and the gas would 
rush out with an impressive roar 
that resounded from néarby hill- 
sides and cliff faces. The pros- 
pects would stop their- ears and 
look awe-struck. Thompson would 
then take them to luncheén at 
the Red Boiling Springs Hotel. 
Later, after weeks of delibera- 
tion, a few of them might invest 
a hundred dollars or so. 


But, after the first year, there 
were not many commissions, or, 
in fact, much gas. 


When it became doubtful that 
Macon county, or anywhere else 
in Tennessee, had sufficient nat- 
ural gas for commercial purposes, 
Thompson started talking about 
piping gas in from Louisiana— 
an almost prohibitive distance in 
those days. And aryway, he didn’t 
have the money to build a pipe- 
line anywhere. By now, his only 
investors were a few friends and

some ald cemetery lot customers. 
From 1934 to 1938, he had al- 
most no income, but spent on 
promotion and for living $20,000 
he had managed to borrow. He 
was hundreds of dollars in debt 
to the grocer and filling station 
man at all times. Banks listed 
his personal and company credit 
lower than anything ever devised 
by Dun & Bradstreet. He couldn't 
pay office rent for months at a 
time. His wife, serving as his 
secretary, was forever fighting 
off collectors trying to attach the 
firm’s typewriter. 

At this point, the roof on 
Thompson's house sprung leaks. 
He hadn’t money to have them 
fixed, and when he tried to do it 
himself, the leaks got worse. The 
most critical spot was over the 
front hall. Every time it rained, 
the plaster fell there. When he 
heard these gritty drippings late 
on rainy nights, he recalls, ‘“‘it 
sounded the drum-beat of my 
troubles.” On*such nights, 
Thompson used to get up and 
write soul-searching poetry for 
emotional relief. 

Occasionally his spirits were 
cheered by the arrival by mail 
of a franchise for his company 
to distribute natural gas in some 
small town in Tennessee or north 
Alabama. Of course, he had no 
gas for them and little chance 
of getting it, but he had decided 
to line up franchises: first, to 
show a need for natural gas in 
the area; second, so he could get 
out of Nashville, away from the 
onslaughts of his creditors and 
stock holders, by now deeply 
concerned about their money.

VEN. death haunted Thomp- 
F son's enterprise. In 1938, he 

had his first real break when 
the late John Edgerton, a Leba- 
non (Tenn.) manufacturer and 
former president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, 
concluded Thompson’s idea was 
good, and all he needed was some 
money, confidence and “backing. 
He agreed to become president 
of the debt-ridden company. 
Edgerton quickly got pledges for 
$100,000 for the company from 
business friends, and arranged to 
confer with owners of gas re- 
serves in Louisiana who were 
anxious for outlets. 

The day before he left for the 
bayou country, while talking with 
Thompson, Edgerton suffered a 
heart attack. He died a few weeks 
later, before any of the promised 
$100,000 had beef collected. 
Thompson was back where he 
had started, except for one flimsy 
hope in the late Victor S. John- 
son, the ‘Chicago lamp-manufac- 
turing tycoon, Johnson had 
promised Edgerton, a friend, to 
support Thompson’s natural gas 
enterprise with unspecified 
amounts of cash. ° 

He had contributed $5000 prior 
to Egerton’s death. Then the 
lamp-manufacturer tried to back 
out. Thompson followed him 
about the country, generally trav- 
eling by bus, and talked John- 
son out of half a dozen $150 con- 
tributions. Finally, through sheer 
persistence, Thompson persuaded 
Johnson to give him regular, al- 
though limitef, financial support. 
By the time Johnson entered the 
picture, Thompson had organized 
a regular company to replace the 
old syndicate. In 1936, he had 
decided that both he and his in- 
vestors would feel better about 
the whole thing if they had some 
stock certificates, at least to look 
at. Until then, investors had re- 
ceived only typed slips stating 
that they owned so many shares 
in the Natural .Gas Syndicate of 
Tennessee. These were not very 
impressive. 

So he obtained a charter, and 
the Natural Gas Corp. of Ten- 
nessee came into being. Unable 
to pay for printing the certifi- 
cates, he made a deal with 
Stephen H. Harrington, now. as- 


sistant to the president. of Brown 


& Bigelow, the calendar people 
of St. Paul. At that time, Har- 
rington was. working in a local 
print shop. In retarn for 150 
shares of Thompson’s stock, Har- 
rington agreed that he would 
print him 3000 certificates. 
“They had a nice green bor- 
der and were on a fine stock of 


paper,” Thompson recalls. “I was 


proud of them, I'll tell you that. 
Now I had something impressive 
to show people. I ‘called in all 
my investors, and told them to 
turn in the'r old stock slips. Then 


I issued. their new certificates.. 


That cheered them up consider- 
ablly ... for awhile anyway.” 


The investors weren't happy 
long. Even Harrington had little 
faith in Thompson’s stock. He 
traded his off for next to noth- 
ing to a local furniture store pro- 
prietor when he moved away from 
Nashville the next vear. 


But 10 years later, Thompson 
made it good, aithcugh the Nat- 
ural Gas Corp. of Tennessee w:* 
long since defunct by then. After 
he finally brought natural gas in- 
to the state with a successor com- 
pany, he paid off. Holders of 
his stock certificates “with the 
nice green border” who had paid 
cash for them got pack $10 for 
every dollar invested—but that 
didn’t include the furniture store 
man who had traded for Harring- 
ton’s 150 shares. 

Ye ee 
HOMPSON, whose sense of 
justice is*simple and rural, 
said he was paying off the 


and the furniture store man was 
not one of them, even though 
he had some stock.. So Thomp- 
son held onto Harrington’s share 
until he ran into the former 
print shop worker in Washington 
a year later. Whereupon, Thomp- 
son thrust upon the amazed Har- 
rington a large bundle of securi- 
ties in his new and successful 
company, worth several thousands 
of dollars. 


But that happy day was still 
a long way off back in the late 
1930s, when it looked as though 
Thompson’s gas enterprise would 
collapse, even with the limited 
help of. the Chicago lamp mogul. 
There were still ahead of Thomp- 
son a lot of sleepless nights, when 
the rain dripped through the 
leaky roof into the hall and he 
composed his mind by writing 
poetry.
